O U have here preſented unto your View, the various 
_ Circumſtances and Grievances, which the Nation in 
General, and in Particular, the: Merchants and Seamen do 
labour under, relating to Sea Affairs-—— Toa will alſo find 
ſeveral Propoſals with Reaſons thereto annexed, humbly 
offer'd for Reateſſing. the ſame; and ſaving to Their Ma- 
Jjeſties  confiderable Sums of Mony, which mioht ve of great 
Uſe otherways, tending to the Welfare of the Nation; and 
alſo of procuring ſuch. Numbers of Able Seamen, who on 
all Occaſions, and at a very ſhort Warning, ſhall be thought 
ſufficient to well Man Their Majeſties Fleet, without any 
ſenſible Charge to the Nation ; whereby the great Inconve- 
niencies and” Miſchiefs oft-times attending Preſſing will be 
prevented, the Seamen encouraged, the Merchants nego- 
riating their Sea Afﬀairs, without the leaſt Interruption 
from onr Men of War, or having their Men Pref'd from 
them as is uſually; and our Fleets in a probability of Reign- 
ing as SOVEREIGN of the Seas, when, and as often 

as Their Majeſties ſhall pleaſe to Command the ſame. 
"Tis true, many Notions and Propoſitions have been the 


Proadutt of this Age ; but none f this kind has been yet of- 


ory that 1 know of, exceps what I propos'd in my former 
$'% þ « lf: 
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To the Reader. 


F confeſs, I mieht have been ſilent as well as others, had 
not the preſent Neceſſity of Aﬀairs obliged me to appear 1/4 
this. kind: And as in the Body Natural, the Help and 
Aſſiſt ance of its Memvers #s requir'd towaras its Support : 
So in the Government of a Church or. State every Perſon 
{by a# indiſſoluble Bond of Self-preſervation ) is obliged 
to propagate and advance the Intereſt of that Common- 
wealth, of which he is a Member : And by how much the 
more Bensfit he receives thereby, by ſo much the more he 
is bo:nd both in Duty and Conſcience to a3 his utmoſt, for 
the Honour and Service of the ſame. 

It being therefore Their Majeſties moſt Graci ous Plex- 
ſure, that I ſhould as it were immediately receive my Bread 
from their Hands, I miſt needs be thought guilty of the high- 
eft Ingratitude , not to be ſtudicus either of DeteCting any 
fraudulent Contrivances or Prattices, in any wiſe tending 
to the wrongfully leſſening Their Majeſties Treaſure, or in 
not promoting whatſoever conduces to the Benefit and Inte- 
reſt of Their Majejties and Their Subjetts. 

Thea there is this farther Motive, to induce me to a ſollict- 
tors Care of the Nations Good; Namely, as being a Native 
thereof. For what Perſon, whoſe Veins are fill'd with true 
Engliſh Blood, can contentedly think of wearing Sabres or 
Wooden Shoes ; or willingly leave one Stone unturn'd, that he 
thinks may conduce to the Welfare of his Native So:l? And 
who but a Mad-man would prefer the Government of an Inſalt- 
ing and Tyrannical Prince, to that of a Faithful Defender 
of our Rights and Privileges, nay of our Faith it ſ*lf ; but 
rather with Tooth and Nail Bog what ſoever ſtands in Com- 
petetion to its Happineſs? | 

Laſtly, The-barbarous Uſage which I receiv'd from the Ty- 
rannical Hands of the French, whilſt I was a Priſoner there, 
( only for my Conſtancy and Reſolution, not to be byaſi"d to 
admit even of a diſhonourable T bought of Their Majeſties, oz

the preſent Government ) puts me upoy endeaVouring to re- 
taliate their Kjndneſi, which to ao, I know no better way, 
than by propoſing Methods, whereby we may be Strengthned 
Abroad, and Profperons at Home ;, and if theſe following Pro- 
poſals meet with ſuch Effets, my Deſign is anſwer'd. 

To plead for my Book, I will not , the Subject whereon it 
treats, carrying its Advocate along with it : I am ſure here 
is « Foundation for a more ingenious Architett to build on, 
if this be thought inſufficient. As for Curioſity iz the Me. 
thod, that can't be expetted from me, who pretend only to know - 
ſomething belonging to a Sailer : My Diſhes being dreit not 
as at a Feait, but as at an Ordinary ; neither are they placed 
ſo Methodically as they might have been ; I taking things 
not orderly, but as they hapned to come into my Mind, 1 
believe that neither my Subjeft nor Methods will pleaſe all, 
yet I preſume it my pleaſe ſome. What the Ignorant ſay of 
it, I value not ; They are like the Cock in the Fable, who de- 
ſbiſed theJemel only becauſe he knew not its worth. And what 
the Envious ſay of it, I paſ not ; They are like the Dog, who 
would neither Eat himſelf, nor ſuffer the Ox to Eat: It's 
the candid Cenſure of the Impartial, Judicious and Solid 
Jones which I reſpett, and to which alone I'll ſubmit,

MIDST all the Addreftes hitherto made, for 
the redreſſing Publick Grievances, (it ſeems 
very {trange) That although there are ( doubt- 
leſs) within this Kingdom, many Well- 

willers to Seamen in general, yet 'tis obſerved ; That 
not one, (as yet) has taken- upon him to propole a 
Method for redreſſing the Complaints and Hardſhips 
of thoſe Seamen, who have been conſtantly imploy- 
ed in the King's Service all this War, and have to 
their power, born the Fatigues thereof ;. by contriv- 
ing ſome ways or means, whereby Seamen ( withour 
Partiality ) might take Turns to relieve each other, on 
Board the Men of War. For *tis very obvious, that a 
great many Seamen, either by ProteCtions, or ſome 0- 
ther Evaſions, have ſhifted their Necks out of the Collar 
( whereby it has lain the harder on the firſt mentioned ) 
getting into Merchants Service, only for the lugre of 
eater Pay, than is given to Fore-maſt-men-in Men of 
ar; without any reſpect to the welfare of the Nation 
in general ; RE_P ſometimes Fifty Shillings,and ſome- 
times Three. Pound,

Ports, when arrived in England; only for want of thoſe 
f Men, who were preſt- out -of them ; whereby their 
Goods have been much damnifed, and eſpecially their 
Wine and periſhable Commodities : And the King's 
Cuſtoms conſiderably leſſened. thereby. 


Secondly, Many- of their Ships have been Loſt, by 
venturing to - Sail without their Complement of Men ; 
part whereof have been preſs'd from them, as afore 
is mentioned. And. for thoſe that have had the good 
Fortune to eſcape both.the danger of the Sea and of 
the Enemy, and to arrive at -Plymouth or the Downs, 
have been obliged to give Ten Pound per Head from 
the former place, and Five or Six Pound per Head from 
the latter, only to carry them up to Loney : WE

from the latter, ſometimes has been effefted in two 
Days. 

i hirdly, *Tis very hard upon them to be obliged by 
Doftors Commons to pay their Men their Wages, after 
the loſing both Ships and Cargo, which uſually amounts 
to ſeveral Thouſand Pounds; when perhaps through 
their Mens Cowardize, the Ship has been without re- 
ſiftance deliver'd to the Enemy, and not one Gun fired 
in her defence. 

Upon the foregoing Reaſons, and others which might 
be produced, the Merchants are always at uncertain- 
ties, as to the time of the performing their Voyages, 
(Wind and Weather allow'd) neither can they give 
any reaſonable Eſtimate, whether to be gainers or lo- 
ſers by their Cargo : It being the Opinion ot ſeveral Mer- 
chants, that it would be as much to their advantage, for 
thoſe Ships which are Inſured, tobe taken by the Enemy, 
as to be detain'd {o long, as oft-times they are for want 
of their Men : For in the former Caſe, they would know 
what to demand of the Inſurers ; but in the latter they 
are moſt uncertain what to make of their Voyage; 
One third part of ſome of their Goods, as Wines, = 
being hardly Merchantable when it comes Home; as 
the Cuſtom-Houſe-Officers during -this War have expe- 
rienced, by the Abatements made in the Duties there- 
of. 

The Subjects [as in the foregoing Diſcourſe appears) 
are not only injured and uneaſy, but their Majeſties are 
allo concern'd herein For the King's Ships which 
are Cruizers (for want of a due Method for the acqui- .. 
ring a competent number of Seamen fit for their Maje- ans 1Þ; 
{ties Service on all occaſions) do oft-times, for want of - x 3 
them, lie two or three- Months after they are Clean, avreas- 
ere they can go to Sea, and almoſt at the ſame Charge 

| as

as if Man'd, and abroad in the way to do Service, being 
many times in want of a ſecond Cleaning ere they ga 
once out of a Harbour. 

Here is likewiſe a very conſiderable Charge of many 
Thouſand Pounds per. Annums ſpent on the Nations ac- 
count in impreſſing Men at Sea and on Shoar for the 
Service : In keeping many. Tenders and their Men in 
Pay and ViQuals; beſides the hazard of loſing them, 
which if it ſo happen, the King is obliged to pay for 
them. And many other conſiderable Sums of Mony 
there are expended on ſeveral Accounts, a great part 
of which might be.ſaved, the Particulars whereof take 
as followeth :. 

- Firſt, The King is at a conſiderable Charge Yearly, 
in giving Impreſt-Mopy to Commanders ; every Cap- 
tain of a Firſt-Rate being allowed Eighty Pound, of a 


$ebrgeof Second-Rate Sixty Five Pound, of a Third-Rate Fifty 
4 _ Pound, of a Fourth-Rate Forty Pound, of a Fitth-Rate 


Twenty Pound; . beſides the Bills brought in after for 
extraordinary Charges in Impreſſing, &c. amounting 
uſually to between a Hundred and Four Hundred Pound 
for a Captain, and the Lieutcnants Bills to little leſs, 
But the Commiſſoners of the Navy, by.their {trif& 
{crutiny into the Truth and Reaſonablenels of their Ac- 
counts, do many. times find a {ufficient and juſt Caule 
for abatements in. their Bills, by putting thoſe ſaid Ofi- 
cers to their Oaths, for a Jultification of the verity of 
their Accounts, which being by ſome Officers ſcrupled 
at, gives ſo great a Suſpicion of ſome Fallacy in the mat-- 
ter, that thereupon deduCtions are made, or otherwiſe

Secondly, There is a. very conſiderable Charge to the

Month ; ef which Vellels each Maſter hath Four Pound 
per Month, each Mate Two Pound per Month, each 
Able Seaman Twenty Four Shillings, and each Ordi- 
nary Nineteen Shillings, being in the whole Nine Hun- 
dred Fifty and Five Men and Boys. There is alſo 
their Victuals, which riles con{iderably this Year, Pro- 
vilions being very dear; the which ſtands the King 
(by a modeit Computation ) in Twenty Six Shillings 
a Man per Month; beſides .the hazard of lofing thoſe 
Tenders; it being ( almoſt) no wonder -for ſome, a> 
monglt ſo many, to come ſhort home: Every one of 
thoſe taken by the Enemy ſtanding the King in about 
Four Hundred Pound. But the Year being not ſpent 
{o far as for Tenders to be diſcharged, I can't at-this 
time give an Account of that accidental and uncertain 
Charge. 

Thirdly, In the Year 91. There was given to Sea+ 
men 65307, Bounty-Mony, for Encouragement to come 
into the King's Service ; belides Conduct-Mony, which 
being not practiſed at this time, I ſhall omit 1n the 
Charge of this Year. 

Fourthly, There 1s alſo about 206 /. given in one | 
Year to the Rulers of Watermens-Hall, for their Charge c;,,-zc « | } 
in ſending Men for Sea-Service : Bur if they were ſuch rb- Rulers iP! 
other Years, as thoſe ſent by them on Board the hired 7 F<" 8p 
Merchant-{hips this Year, *twas a dear Bargain, 4 of n 
thoſe ſent this Year by them being Boys, as of late 
hath been obſerved.

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Fifthly and Laſtly, The Mony given to Vice-Admi- 
rals of Counties, for their Charge in ſending ( for the 
molt part) ſuch Perſons as the Watermen did ſend this 
Year, has been very conſiderable : The leaſt Sum given 
them being Fifty Pound, of which there wereamot above: 
Three in one Year ; The reſt being between an Hundred 
and Six Hundred and Fifty Pound, as by the Accounts 
of the Collectors of the Cuſtoms given into the Navy- 
Office doth appear : But not knowing how to colle& 
the whole Charge thereof, I can't inſert it here, The 
aggregate of thoſe particular Charges now in uſe, and 
what of them have come to my knowledge ( by a mo- 
deſt Computation) do amount to 36030/. 105. per 
Annum; The which if ſaved, or but }; thereof, which 
may eaſily be done by the tollowing Methods, might 
be imploy'd ſeveral ways for the Benefit, and to the Sa- 
tisfaQtion of the Nation : It being very plain, that the 
leſs extravagant and unneceſſary Charge we are at, the 
leſs Taxes will be for every Man's ſhare, and conſequent-- 
ly. the better able to hold out the War.

Grievances and Sutterings.of the Merchants, whole Loſs , 
uſually exceeds the ſaid Sum of 36030 /. 105. Yearly, 
and that purely tor want of their Men, whuch are taken 
trom them as aforeſaid ; whereby many Merchants of 
g00d Eltates formerly, are now reduced, and Trading 
much decay'd : Together with the Hardſhips which 
many Sailers undergo in reſpect of others, and the diſh- 
culty of getting thoſe Men which are fit for their Ma- 
zelties Service, notwithſtanding the extraordinary Charge 
attending the ſame. I fay, all theſe things being premi- 
Jed, and as they are unqueſtionably True; it mult needs 
be thought an acceptable Undertaking (by all thole who 
are wel! affected to Their Majeſties and the preſent Go- 
vernment) to propoſe a Method, and probable means 
of leſſening the greateſt part of the before-recited Charge; 
of rome”. be the Merchants Grievances, and acquiring 
a competent Numher of Scamen on all Occaſions tor the 
Service ; without Preſling any at Sea, and of diſpoſing 
them on Board the King's Ships from time totime, with 
@n cqual and impartial Hand, ſo as that every Man 
Thall take his turn Yearly , or as ſhall be thought fit to 
be in the Service; except where any Seamen {hall think 
fit to continue longer on Board Men of War, through 
hopes of Preferment : All which is humbly propos'd to 
be done by the following Methods. 

But *tis- thought, that want of Encouragement and 
Patronage (from the-Calumnies and Prejudices of thoſe 
who are invetcrately bent againſt the true Intereſt of 
the Nation), have been a Check and Reſtraint to the 
Genius of ſeveral Perſons.; who (doubtleſs) had they 
been at liberty, might long ago have offered divers goud 
and advantagious Propoſals, of this and other kinds, 


tending to the Nations Advantage and Intereſt, And

tis not to be queſtion'd, but that many an Engine of 
that kind ſtands ſtill, for want of the afhiltance of noble 
and publick ſpirited Perſons to {ct it on work ; which 
if encouraged might be of great Ule. The better to ct- 
fet what 1s premiſed, *tis humbly propoſed, Thar all 
Selt-intereſt be diſcarded ; and thar no Perſons of any 
Rank or Quality, do protect any Perſon belonging to 
the Sea or Imptoyed in any River : Or Trading in Boats 
or Veſſels of any kind whatſoever, For as 'tis very rea- 
ſonable, that any Mans private Opinion ought to ſub- 
mit to a general Council : So it can be anke equitable, 
that a few pgivate Intereſts do give way to a National 
Advantage; a Limb being not 1o valuable as the whole 
Body. 
Theſe things being granted as indiſpenſably neceſſary, 
I ſhall endeavour to lay down the Merhod with as much 
brevity and plainnels as I can. 

But I know, that whoever expoſeth himſelf to the. 
World, in things of this kind, muſt expe& to meet 
with many. virulent Cenſures of Detraction, and that 


tis impoſſible to. pleaſe every one. Bur ſince there is 


not the leaſt deſign in the Author, to make himſelf any 
peculiar Intereſt hereby ; *tis to be hoped, it may meet 
with the kinder Reception from all noble and generous 
ſpirited Patriots, The benefit of the Nation in general,

Ratio 7. It is very neceſſary, That the Naval Officers 
do obſerve, and duly put in Execution, all ſuch Or- 
ders as they thall from time to time receive trom the 
LORDS of the ADMIRALTY; and that Lifts of 
all Mens Names Ordered for the Sea, with the time when, 
and on Board what Ship each Sea-man 1s to go, be time- 
ly publithed, that the Sca- men may have no prerence 
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of Excuſe, by ſaying, they did not know it to be their 
Turns; and having ſufficient Notice, they may timely 
provide themſelves with neceſfaries. Further, it being 
known in publick, who are to go, there will be no hopes 
of ſhelter tor them to ſtay on thoar: Neither can they 
go into Merchants Service, a Penalty being to be in- 
fligted on all tho!e Maſters of Merchant-men, who {hall 
carry any of thoſe Orcered for Men of War; and either 
thote, whoſe Turns 1t is not to go into the Service that 
year, will cicover them, for tear of being ſent them- 
[clves, if thoſe men ſhould be wanted, or elfe others for 
the Reward fake will impeach them ; fo that being un- 
ſate and uneahie every way, 'tis preſumcd, that there will 
not be many, but what will comply with the Orders 
re{pecting them. 

Prop. 8. That a due Care be taken to relieve all thoſe 
Seamen ( who [ball comply with ſuch Orders as are fent for 
their going on Board ) yearly, or as near to that Time as 
poſſibly it may be done, where "tis defired; and that at the 
time of their Diſcharge, they be payd off : But as for thoſe 
who by reaſon of a Forreign Voyage, ſhall ſerve loner than 
one year ſacceſſrvely, to be allowed 25. 64. per Month fer 
the Second Tear, as an Addition to their former Wages ; 
and for the Third Tear, 55. per Month, for every Month 
they ſhall ſerve more than they are required by this Method, 
or what more the Parliament ſhall think fit. 

Ratio 8. The keeping Touch with the Scamen, by a 
duc relieving them, as 1s propoſed, and likewile of pay- 
ing rhem ct at their Diſcharge, will be a great Obliga- 
tion to them to go on Board, as they ſhall be Gireed, 
without Trouble or Charge; to the forwarding where- 
of, *tis not to be doubted, but that their Vives will con- 
tribute their Aſſiſtance, when they are at ſome certain- 
ty of having their Husbands a ſhore at ſuch and fuch 
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times, or thercabouts, with their Money in their Pockets ; 
As for thoſe who ſhall ſerve above their Year, and could 
not be relieved, by reaſon of their Ships being in Forreign 
Parts, tis but reaſonable, that they be allowed the ſaid 
sdditional Wages, as an Encouragement to, and Reward 
tor, their continuance in the Service, more than the time 

they ought according to this Method. 
Prop. 9. That every Seaman, within ſix weeks after his

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| Ratio 9. This Method will be of uſe, by degrees, to 
get all our Seamen Lilted, whereby a more regular Carc 
may be taken, for relieving and exchanging the Seamen 
in due Order, according to the Methods propoſed: And 
the Penalty to be inflicted on Seamen for their Neeledt, 
will be a Spur, both to oblige and haſten them to a com- 
plyance with ſuch Orders, as they ſhall find themſelves 
tycd to obſerve: The Naval Officer or his Clerk going 
on Board as aforeiaid, will much forward this Work ;

Further,that every idtualler, who ſhall Entertain any Seamen 
in his houſe between $1n © Sun,at ſuch time,or times,as a neceſſi- 
ty of buſineſs requires his attendance and Labour on Board, and 
not having Leave given him by his Commanders, or by one 
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of the Lieutenants, in writing weder his Hand, to forfeit 
Twenty Shillings for every time they offend in that kind . 
and FHouſe-keepers the ſame Forfeiture: One Moyety there.

be recovered by Diſtreſs and Satl of the Offenders goods,

Ratio 10. *Tis but reaſonable that Sea- men ſhould te 
obliged to give due Attendance on Board their. Ships, 
c{pecjally at ſuch times, as the King's Service do more im- 
mediarely call for their Aid and Affiitance; for 'tis a 
ſhame that Men ſhould be born in Pay and ViQuals on 
Board- the King's Ships, and to be Loytring on ſhore, 
when there is molt need of them on Board ; and by theſe 
neglects it ſo happens, that the Commiſſioners of the Yards 
have been obliged to hire a conliderable number of Sol- 
dicrs to do that work, which the Sea - men ought to do, 
wherebythe King is at a double Charge : For it Seamen did 
but ſtand to their work, a Cruſing-Ship might be cleaned, & 
in, and out of Harbour in 4. or 5. days, as has former- 
Iy been done, Wind and Weather permitting ; which now 
is oft times a Month or Two in compleating : - And 
if Saylors will be ab{cnt from their buſineſs, at ſuch times 
as they ſhould give attendance, it they pay for their neg- 
Ieats, tis only themſelves that are blameable. As tor the 
Vifttuallers and other Houle: keepers, if they will periiſt 
to» entertain Sea-men, when warn'd to the contrary, *tis 
mcet that they pay for ſuch their Contempt of Orders,and 
tor Encouraging Seamen to ſtay on Shoar, when the King's 
Luſinefs requires them on Board, 

Prop. 11. That all Seamen, { after the publication of the 
Lijls as ajore is mentioned ) who ſhall not find themſelves ap» 


ge for Men of War thereby, for that Tear; may be at 


Liberty to g0 into Merchants Service, without being in any 
wiſe 
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wiſe Moleſted in the proſecution of their Voyages that Tear ; 
but at their return from their Voyages, if they ſhall arrive 
at any other Port, except what they fitted out from ( their 
Tear being expired ) then they ſhall be oblized to repair un- 
to the Port where they were Regiſtered forthwith, that they 
may take their turns duly with thoſe in IMen of War. 

Ratio 11. Thole Sea-men who are free to Comply wit, 
and ob{crve Orders for the going on Board the King's Ships 
in their turns, and mutually to relieve one another, ought 
to be Encouraged ; an! to have 2!! Immunities and Pri 
viledges proper, to be allowed them in order rhereunto: 
For ' tis allowed on all Hands; that our Ships of War, te- 
ing well Mann'd with willing and able Sea- men, may 
rightly be termed the Bulwark, or Brazea-Wall of the Na- 
tion: And who, but an enemy to himſelf, would dath 
that Armour to pieces which is able to defend him from 
the Violence, - and Mercileſs Cruelty, of a Subtil and 
Powerſul Adverſary. But the obliging them to return 
to their proper Ports, when their time, in Merchants Ser- 
vice is Expired, which 1s allowed them, in order to their 
taking turns on Board the Men of War, is but reaſona- 
ble; and only an inducing them to an obtervance of r}at 
Golden Rule; Do as ye would be done unto. 

Prop. 12. 'Tis humbly propeſed, That no Maſter of any 
Merchant Ship, or eſſel, being above 5 Os Tun, do Sail from 
any Port in England, until he his entred into Boad of 50951. 
and al Maſters of Ships, or Veſſels under 50. Tun, into 
Bonds of 1901. with each of them two able Sureties for the true 
performance of the following Articles, { viz.) That they 
ſhall not carry any Perſon, or Perſonas to Sea with them, 
above the Age of Sixteen Tears, but what are Regiſtred by 


' ſome Naval Officer appointed for the ſame ; who ſhall like- 


wiſe Certify under his hand and Stal, That the ſaid Perſons 
are ſuch as are not returned on the Liſts, for the Kinss 
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Service that Tear ; but bave their Liberty to go in Mer- 
chants Ships, during the ſpace of one Tear, and no longer, till 
it comes to their turns again. 2, That at the return 0 

any Ship from her Voyage, to any Port in England, or Ire- 
land, the Maſter, or whoever has the Charge of the Ship, 
ſhall immediately ſend an account ( of what men are brought 
back) to the Naval Officer, whence he Shipt off his men ; 
and if in any Forreign Place, any Perſon or Perſons (0 Regi- 
Fred do run away, then the Maſter of that Ship or Veſſel 
whereto he did belong, ſhall bring a Certificate under the 
Hand & Seal of the Conſul of that place : That the ſaid Maſter 
made affidavit before him, that at ſuch a Time, and at ſuch 
a Place, ſuch a Perſon ( inſerting his Name in the affida- 
vit) ran away, and that he did his endeavour to get him 
again, by requiring the Conſuls AſſiSFance therein. But for 
want of ſuch Teftimonial, to forfeit Ten Pounds at the leaſt 
for every Perſon he ſhall not bring back, except they have 
died inthe Voyage, or any other unavoidable accident have hap- 
pened, of which every Mafter ſhall give very good and ſufficient 
proof ; one Moyety of all ferfeitures to be paid to the Informer by 
the Naval Officer upon the diſcovering the ſame, by ſuch juſt proof 
as (hall be ſufficient to Convitt the Offender, the other to the 
uſes afore-mentioned. 

Ratio 12, The obligation required from Maſters of Mer- 
chant Men can't ſeem to be an Impoſition on them, or 
Novelty to them; becauſe the ſame Method is practiſed 
in Barbadoes and Jamaica, &c. with double the Penalty 
for ſmaller Veſlels, tro prevent the carrying off Servants, 
and other Perſons from the Iſland, without the Gover- 
nours Paſs, as thoſe Maſters who uſe the Weſt- Indies, ve- 
ry well know. In thenext place, the Regiſtring Sea men 
can't prejudice, or in any caſe be Injurious to Merchant- 
dizing ; becauſe after a Competent Number of Sea-men 
is allowed, and prickt down to ſerve on Board the King's 

SHIPS ; 
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Ships, the remainder will be free, and without the ha- 
zard of being impreſt, to ſerve on Board the Merchant 
Men, and not to ſculk up and down as they do now, and 
wear protection Beards, whereby they look as if they 
were Fourſcore Years old, when indeed they are not Forty, 
ſome of which are not 6. Months in a Year either on Beard 
the King's Ships, or Merchant Men. By this means the 
faid Maſters may Negotiate their affairs without inter- 
ruption, or hazard of having their Men preſt from them, 
which practiſe hath many times proved of tatal conſequence 
to the Merchants, as betore is diſcouried. 2. As for their 
being obliged to bring back thoſe men they carry with 
them into Ferreign Parts, or to give a SatisfaCtory ac- 
count, what 1s become of them, at the return of every 
Maſter home tq Erg/aud, &c. can't be rhought hard: 
Becaule there is an Act of Parliament {till in Force, to 
oblige maſters ro the ſame; tho time, and defect of 
duty in thoſe who ought to ſee the fame executed, has 
almoſt worn out its remembrance. This will alio be one 
way to keep our Sea-men togetizer, and not giving them 
the opportunity of ſerving Forrcign Princes or States, wich 
too often happens; for Maſters oit-times felling their Ships 
and Veſſels in Forreign Places, do thereby give a provoca- 
tion to their men to ſerve in other Countries, by being dit- 
appointed of a paſſage home, which by this wil be prevent- 
ed: And the more Sea-men are engaged to ferve under 
their Natural and Lawful Prince, the more will tall to rhe 
Merchants ſhare; and conſequently their Wages will be Jef- 
ſened : For 'tis obſerved and agreed on at all hands, that 
a ſcarcity ( and not a plenty of any Commodity ) raiſeth 
the Price. The bringing a Teſtimonial can't be hurtful to 
them ; becauſe that will juſtifie for them, that they have 
well and honeſtly complyed with what was required oi 


them: And that they have not incurred any Penalty or 
& Ox» 
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Forfeiture for any negle thereof, The Moyety propo- 
ſed to be given tothe Informers, will make them look out 
ſharp, and the Maſters themiclves be Circum'petct, how 
they take any Unregiſtred Perfons with them, or any other, 
but what may Lawfully be carried without prejudice to 
the King's ſervice, or themſelves, ſince they will have a 
great many cycs over them, who for the reward fake, 
will uſe their utmoſt endeavours for the diſcovery of any 
ſuch Oftender. Further, That every Sea-man, whoſe turn :t

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mon ſort of People be rid of a great many dangerous 47 
Perſons, who only lurk about, and watch Opportunities 
to break their Houſes and rob them of what they have 
perhaps gotten with great Labour and Induſtry : But 
the King will have their Service on Board, which may 
be of ule there, though not on ſhore; for many of thoſe 
will make . Cooks-mates, Shifters and Swabbers, &c.

the Wages brought lower, and Buſineſs carried on with 

K freedom, 
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freedom, and without Interruption, muſt needs meet 
with a kind Acceptance, and with the Concurrence and 
joint Endeavours of the Merchants, Maſters of Ships 
and others concern'd herein, to promote rhe carrying on 
the ſaid Methods,. and Eftabliſhing the ſame. 

But .ſome Perſons, haply may take an. occaſion to 
reflect, and fay, that if the whole matter had been con- 
tracted into fewer words, it would have done much 
better. To which I anſwer, 'tis true, I have ttudicd for 
no Rhetorick to garniſh it,or Flouriſhes ot Oratory to ſet 
it out, thoſe being rhings to which I am altogerher a 
Stranger; being only a well wiſher to a Sailer, and not 
a Nice one neither. In the precceding Methods, I have 


not obſerved quaintnels of Expreſſions; which probably 


might have better pleaſed the Ingenious and Sharp-wit- 


.ted: But have with as much perſpicuity and plainnels 


as poſſible I couid, run through every particular ; and 
have the more/ enlarged thereon for the facilitating the 
tame, and ſuiting it to the Capacity of the mceanelt 
Sailer, who may be concerned herein : I have likewiſe 
endeavoured to leave nothing doubtful and ambiguous; 
to the end, that all Seamen and others, might plainly 
perceive the drift and {cope thereof. And that. it is not 
a meer Project or a fallacious Invention, as many may 
{uppoſe it to be, before they have well weighed and 
rightly confider'd the. ſame : But that it is a real Sub- 
ſtance, and that which if practiſed muſt neceſſarily tend 
to the Honour and Welfare of the Nation in general, 
and in particular, to the Eaſe, Benefit and SatisfaQti- 
on both of Merchants and Seamen, which latter if encou- 
raged as they ought, together with our Ships of War, 
may not uafitly be called the Impregnable Fortreſs and 
Safety of Their Majeſties and Their Dominions. But 
that I may likewiſe indulge thoſe Palates, who ſavor

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not Prolixity in matters of Diſcourſe ; I ſhall be as fſuc- 
cin&t and brief as I can, in enumerating the Heads cf 
the ſeveral Advantages, which tlie precceding Me- 
thods treats of; and allo the Grievances and Diladvans 
tages, which thereby will be removed.

thods, or the like, at this time would ſullciently plead 
its Excuſe: Anda deſperate Wound mult have the moſt 
ſcarching and moſt probable means applied thereto for 
its Remedy. | 
Thirdly, The Regiſtring Shipwrights, Caulkers, Rope- 
makers and Sailmakers, will in no wile be hurttul to 
any ; for having a ſufficient Number of them art all Calls, 
the Ships and Yards may be ſ{upphed therewith with-— 
out Preſſing, There may likewiſe be more Ships buil 
in the King's Yards, than now are, which always out- 


do thoſe built in Merchants Yards. There may alſo 
be more Cordage made there than is uſual, which 
every thing conſidered, is always the beſt and cheapeſt ; 

and 
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and many other Advantages will ariſe, which are now f 
unthought of. | 

Fourthly, The Enemy has found the advantages of 
Regiltring their Seamen, thereby fitting out and Man- 
ning their Ships with more than an imaginable dt- 
ſpatch ; as I my felf, whilſt a Priſoner there, obſerv'd ; 
Though at treble the Charge of what we {hall be ar 
for one fifth part of the Number of Seamen, we have 
in Ezglard; it being plain and apparent, to all thoſe 
who have uled the French-Trade, that we have five 
times more Merchant Ships (which are accounted a 
Seminary for bringing up Seamen ) than the French 
have, and that ours are bigger than theirs; to that in 
all likelihood we muſt have five times as many Sea- 
men. 

Fifthly, As for their Charge in Regiſtring Seamen, Our charge * ' 
that conliderably exceeds what ours will be in this : mn | 
For their Intendants, which are the chick Officers con- fer 
cern'd therein, have each of them ſome "Thouſands a 2 the 
Yer, and the Inferiour Officers, which are very nume- F*2c® 
rous, Sallaries proportionable : Whereas Four Hundred 
Pounds apiece, is what is propoſed for our chief Ofh- 
cers concern'd herein, and One Hundred Pound for the 
chieteſt Clerks, of which only thoſe in Londox will be 
Sharers. And *tis my Opinion, that we need not be a- 
ſhamed to praiſe thoſe Methods, which will undoubt- 
edly be effeted with much leſs trouble, difficulty and 
charge, than what the Advantages which will flow 
from thence, will make good and anſwer for. 

Sixthly, In the beginning of the War many Volunteers 
came into the Service, as particularly from Briftol, 

Lyn and Weymouth, whence they came by Forties, Fit-

Eighthly, The difficulties which may ſeem to attend 
this Service in the firlt citabi:ſhing and ſetling the propo- 
ſed Methods, may make it look with a ſower Face, and 5” ,. 
ſo retard and hinder its going forward, and thereby momen: 
many may be ſtartled, who otherwiſe ſce nothing #74 a 
but what is reaſonable and needful- enough to be**” 
practiſed---"Tis true, that in this, as in all other things at 
the beginning, dificulties will intertere ; and *tis likely e- 
nough that the moit f12znificant and molt material Under- 
takings, tor a Public Good, will meet with the great- 
elt Hardſhips, in its firit Birth and Infancy; and that 
*tis no caly raatter to put ſome People out of their 
old Road, thouyzlh never fo rugged and uncaly : But 
the greatelt Care and Trouble which can betal the 
carrying on of the fore-going Propoſals, will be in the 
firſt Year; which being with Diligence, Faithfulnefs 
and Induttry (in the Management thereot) paſled 
over tor ſucceeding Times, 'twill ealily be done. And 
that ſufficicat amends will be made tor the Toil and 
Fatigues thereof, will not be doubted, (upon mature 
and deliberate 'Thoughts) by any, who zealouſly de- 
fire the Weltare and Proſperity of their Majeſtics and 
their Kingdoms. Theſe Methods, if indultriouſly 
managed, may in ſome meaſure, run parallel in time 
with the Folt-Office, in riſe, growth and perfcCtion ;

And further, by theſe Methods and Agreements amongſt 
Seamen and their Officers; Preſſing, that Scarecrow 
and Bugbear ro many Men, will be out of Faſhion, 
and the vait Charges and Inconveniencies attending 
the ſame, be utterly removed and expelFd: 

El-venthly, "Then there is another thing, which if con- 
firmed, will encourage the Seamen to continue in, and 
alſo prize and value the Service; 1t being reported that 
the Lords of the Admiralty do intend to prefer none 
tv be Warrant-Officers, but ſuch as have actually and 

lucceſhively 
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lucceſiively ſerved Three Years in the Men of War : | 
Which will ftimulate and provoke many Seamen to ; 
put themſclves torward ; a likclhood of Preterment, be- 
:ng of more force to draw ſome, than the W hip to drive 
others. into the Service, 

Having touched upon lom2 Heads, more particularly 
rciating to Their Majelties and the Seamen ; I thall 
add a tew words concerning the Merchants Circum- 
ſtances, and ſo conclude.

ſhort Warning to Man the King's Ships : For notwith= gerringse. 
ſtanding all che Circumſpection and Care imaginable __ 
of the Lords of the Admiralty, for the due ordering regs | 
of Ships to Sea, both Convoys and Cruizers; yet it 
Men can't be gotten, the Ships mult lie ſtill. But 
by theſe Methods a ſufficient number of Seamen 
may be at all times ready ; whereby Cruizers and 
Counvoys may be abroad, and to and again at Sea, 
fy prevent the Enemy trom ſo often making a Prey 
ot our Merchant-men, as of late they have done. 

Secondly, In the ſecond place, the exorbitant Wages 
which the Merchants mult give, and {til are obliged 
lo to do, or all mutt lic {till, have been a Pull-back 
to many of them ; And the want of Meu ( jor tear 
of being preſt from them ) notwithitanding the ofters 
of great Wages, has inatiy tmes retarded the Pro- 
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ſecution of their deſigns, to almoſt the overthrow 
of their Voyages. 

Thirdly, Many other Inconveniences and Enormities. 
have flow'd in upon. them, of which themſelves are 
che molt competent Judges and the beſt Remembran- 
cers ; all which Grievances and Suftcrings, or moſt part 
thercof, by the propoſed Methods, might: ( for the 
future) be prevented. The Merchants likewiſe might 
Wrez-+ in Negotiate their Sea-aftairs, without. interruption, or 
VBB-<r-b4:is hazard of having their Men taken from them, whicn. 
LI once Shipt and willing to ſerve them: And the exor-. 
Gels bitant Wages, given now, would then be broughr 
Wes. down, and many other Inconveniences removcd , 
which now they labour under : But would be. glad of 
a Remcdy tor them. 

Fomrthly and Laſtly, That the conſideration of the forc-: 
going Propoſitions and Methods , being humbly and 
ow oftered to the Parliament, and by them approv- 
ed, ' Gow of the Effetts thereof may be. experienced 
in the next Summers Service.. 

Obje#. But- ſome may obje&, That if: this had been 
done ia the beginning of the War, it had been of ſome 
Moment, and might have done good Service; but. now 
*tis hardly worth while to fet it on foot, a Peace 
being expected in little time; and that the War in 
all probability can't hold out much longer.

Money, which is ſpent in Preſſing 
and other Services; and. to have able and rugged 
Sailers ready on all emergencies to Man. the Fleet as it 


ought ; whereby the French Kings Fleet will be more 


likely ro be decreaſed, than increas'd by ours..

And if thoſe are not thought ſuffici- 
ent and perfe&t cnough (the Examination whereof L
